WILMINGTON - A bone mar- 
row donor Paul Brooks has 
been identified and the trans- 
plant took place on May 5th. 
Now Paul is embarking on the 
long road to recovery, and all 
signs appear positive. 

When Paul was 19-years old, 
he was diagnosed with All Type 
Leukemia. His battle against 
the dises included two years 
of intense chemotherapy, but 
he had recently suffered a 
relapse requiring a bone mar- 
row transplant. Although a sib- 
ling typically represents a 
patient's best chance of finding 
a compatible donor, Paul's 
brother is not a match. The 
family was forced to search 
outside of the family to find a 
match. 

The Wilmington community, 
including generous donations 
from Wilmington businesses, 
rallied behind Paul in a bone 
marrow drive held at 
Wilmington High School in 
April 

The family learned in late 
April that a healthy 32-year old 
male was identified as a match. 
Of the 12 markers in the blood 
that can identify a suitable 
donor, all 12 matched for Paul 

The transplant was per 
formed at approximately 11:00 
p.m. on Friday, May 5. Paul 
and his family were left to wait 
and see if the transplant would 
be accepted 


The family was told that the 
doctors were pleased with 
Paul's condition as of May 16th 

“The doctors are extremely 
pleased with the way things are 
going,” Paul's mother Lee 
wrote in an email to family and 
friends on May 6th “The 
transplant Dr said that he 
expected to see Paul having 
problems with fevers and infec- 
tion by now We still have to 
watch him closely, but we are 
half way there” 

On May 19th they were told 
that Paul's cells were grafting 
and his counts were up - mean: 
ing that the transplant was tak 
ing 

Paul still doesn't know when 
he is going home, but he is 
showing improvement every 
day. Requiring a relatively 
germ-free environment, Paul 
will be returning to an apart 
ment within, but separated 
from, the family home. 
Otherwise Lee would have been 
forced to quit her position as a 
daycare provider. 

“Then I would have to go out 
and look for a job,” Brooks 
“This would have left him 
all alone during the day with no 
one around on the premises. So 
giving him the apartment is the 
best all-around solution At 
this point his father has been 
working every spare moment 
on the apartment in prepara 
tion for his return home

There was nothing we 
could not accomplish. 

Life was good. All was right with the 
world. 

I'm an adult now and I don't live with 
my parents anymore, but sometimes I 
call them to share a recent bathroom 
success story. When I do this, however, 
their reaction is usually one of confu- 
sion, almost disappointment, and very 
seldom are they complimentary. 

I am a parent myself, a father to be 
specific, and luckily for my son; I have 
perfected the parenting process for his 
unending benefit. 

My son has no idea how lucky he is to 
live in the world of today. Just look at 
his video games. He has X-Box, which 
an upgrade, by the way, from the 
Nintendo 64, Playstation, and even 
Playstation 2 that have been discarded to 
the corner of closet in fear that one of 
his friends might think he actually still 
uses them. 

Thecharacters in these games appear 
more realistic than most of the people I 
know. Sometimes I am convinced that I 
can actually smell their breath. 

When I was a kid I had Atari 2600, 
which was state of the art gaming at the 
time. The “controls” consisted of a joy- 
stick bigger than your head with one big 
orange button.

Although the Hurricane 
Season in New England is 
defined as June ist to 
November 30, 75% of the 40 
tropical systems that have 
impacted our region in the past 
century have struck during the 
months of August and 
September. The last severe hur- 
ricane to hit Massachusetts was 
Hurricane Bob in August 1991. 
Bob, a Category 2 Hurricane, 
with winds between 91 and 110 
mph, caused almost $1 billion 
in damage, at the time. More 
recently, Hurricanes Edouard 
(1996) and Bonnie (1998) threat- 
ened the Bay State, but veered 
out into the Atlantic as they 
traveled up the coast 

In 1999, Hurricane Floyd, 
although weakened to a tropical 
storm prior to its arrival in the 
Commonwealth, demonstrated 
that these storms are not mere- 
ly ‘coastal events’. Most of that 
storm's damage was rain and 
flood related, causing severe 
damage as far west as the 
Berkshires 


In fact, some of our most dev- 
astating flooding associated 
with these storms has occurred 
in Central and Western 
Massachusetts - up to 17" of 


rain fell in association with the 
1938 Hurricane anc of rain 
fell over a 5-day period in 
August 1995 from Tropical 


Storms Connie & Diane, The 
City of Westfield received 13.1: 
in a single day! 

Southern New England lies in 
the unenviable position of 
receiving all three "Hurricane 
Threats", depending upon the 
track and landfall location: 1) 
Coastal Inundation due to 
Storm Surge 2) Widespread 
inland River flooding and 3) 
Widespread Wind Damage far 
inland

ing three years of probation 
The sentence also includes a 
mandatory 10-year loss of 
license. 

The fatal accident occurred 
just after midnight on

Concord Road in Billerica 
While at the 251, Fowle con 
sumed four or five rounds of 
alcoholic drinks and “hurricane 
shots.”

Babineau was attempting, or 
had attempted al some point, to 
put on his seatbelt, but was not 
successful,” Lt. Commander 
John Glavin of the Billerica 
Police told the Town Crier 
shortly after the accident. “It 
was found draped around his 
chest, but was not fastened.” 
Fowle,who was transported to 
Lahey Clinic for minor injuries, 
blew a .15 on a breathalyzer - 
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nearly twice the .08 legal limit 
in Massachusetts. 


Lee was supposed to act as 
designated driver for the 
evening and abstained from 
drinking. Fowle. however 


refused to relinquish his car 
keys in the parking lot of the 
251 Bar & Grill 

All four of the young men 
have been friends since child 
hood. Judge Chernoff described 
this type of situation as the 
most difficult to sentence. 
Fowle exhibited remorse in the 
courtroom and relatives of Lee 
exhibited compassion. 

“The family is relieved that 
this portion of their personal 
tragedy has been resolved,” 
said Lee family attorney Daniel 
J. Veerman. “We fully intend to 
pursue any and all potentially 
responsible parties or entities.”

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Memorial Day ceremonies 
more than 60 years after Galka 
had earned them. 

Galka had passed the physical 
to join the U.S, Navy back in 
1942, but could not get the 
required signature to join from 
bis parents, Galka was later 
inducted into the Army in 
December of 1942 and was 
assigned to be an ambulance 
driver. How did he end up dri- 
ving an ambulance? 

“Well it wasn't my idea; you'll 
have to ask them in the Army,” 
Galka says. “Like the rest of us 
over there, I just did the job I 
was asked to do.” 

He served overseas from April 
1943 to October of 1945. He 
spent most of those two and a 
half years in Sicily and on the 
west coast of Italy during which 
time he was tagged with the 
nickname “Swifty” by his pla- 
toon-mates. He spent time at 
the front lines and is one of 
few people who can offer 
and account of what 
various types of incoming 
artillery shells sound like just 
before, and after, they hit 

He has an incredible wealth of 
stories from his time in Europe 
and describes them each in 
intricate detail. From catching 
brown trout in Italy, to being 
just outside the tent when 
General Patton issued the now 
infamous slap to a_ soldier. 
From helping run miles of new 
phone wire to reestablish an 
important communication line 
just under the enemy's nose, to 
cooking pigeons in the back of 
the ambulance. From being at 
the “Million Dollar Hill”, to 
watching volcanoes erupt and 
witnessing the lava flow. From 
being in the first Medical group 
(54th Medical Battalion): to 
land at Scogliti during the inva- 
sion of Sicily, to driving many 
hundreds of Allied AND 
German soldiers from the 
frontline back to the medical 
units. The stories just ‘keep 
zoming fast and furious and 
seem to accelerate as he 
speaks. It's as if his new mis- 
A ATTN 


sion is to transfer the contents 
of his memory to open ears so 
they can be historically pre- 
served. He is, in this way, a liv- 
ing library and caretaker of 
many pieces of World War II 
history. 

He is not the lone veteran in 
his family as he is one of six 
brothers and all but one spent 
time in the service; the 6th 
brother supported the war 
effort by working at the ship- 
yard in Charlestown. In 1943, 
his brother Adam, an airplane 
crew chief, was taken prisoner 
of war after being shot down for 
the second time, first in 
Belgium and then again in 
Germany during WW-II 

“My sister still has the origi- 
nal telegram notifying the fam- 
ily” shared Galka. 

After leaving the Army in 
1945, he worked for a used truck 
dealer, then All-State Sand and 
Gravel and finally Wakefield 
Ready Mix for 31 years, retiring 
23 years ago. He also trapped 
muskrat and mink, and enjoyed 
hunting, fishing and dirt track 
car racing as far away as New 
York and Pennsylvania. He also 
repaired lawnmowers on Main 
Street with his brother Peter. 
Galka never chose to marry. 
Forever young, he continues to 
go about his daily routine. He 
may use a cane these days, but 
you'd best get out of his way 
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because he has no intentions of 
slowing down. His plans after 
his Town Crier interview 
included working on lawnmow- 
er engines among other things. 
He enjoys gardening and still 
does some these days. He 
recently prepared seven ceme- 
tery pots and delivered them to 
the graves 

He has traveled as far as 
Minnesota to attend 14 of his 
platoon's reunions until only 6 
or 7 members still remained 
and the reunions ceased. He 
spent time in Connecticut try- 
ing to locate members of his 
platoon. He has a collage of pic- 
tures and documents, which 
had a home at the Harnden 
Tavern Museum for over a year. 
It is now on loan and resides in 
Cimaglia's office at the Town 
Hall. He credits many of the 
pictures to platoon-mate 
“Scoop” Clark. 

“Scoop always got your pic- 
ture,” Galka says with a grin. 
“He may have your head in one 
picture and your feet in anoth- 
er, but he always got your pic- 
ture.” 

Anyone treated with the plea- 
sure of meeting Tom Galka 
should grab a chair, get com- 
fortable and prepare to be 
enlightened by stories of World 
War II's front lines - stories 
that simply don't exist in the 
history books.

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Wayland ends Wildcats season in second round

WAYLAND -~ The Wilmington 
High baseball team’s joyride 
finally came to an end on 
Monday when the Wildcats 
were bounced from the second 
round of the Division 2 North 
state tournament by the 

Wayland Warriors, 8-2. 

The Warriors jumped to an 
early 3-0 lead in the first 
inning, and then added another 
four runs in the second to make 
it hard for the comeback-mind- 
ed Wildcats, who had overcome 
a deficit in the tournament 
opener against Boston Latin 
Academy. 

“We spotted them too many 
runs and we couldn't come 
back,” said Wilmington head 
coach Aldo Caira. “And then 
the bats weren't there. I know 
we only had, like, four hits 
going into that last inning. It 
was one of those games. It was 
our Dr. Jekyll game, I guess 
We actually settled down after 
the first couple of innings and 
played them pretty evenly after 
that.” 

The 2006 squad that made 
Wilmington baseball a topic of 
conversation went farther than 
most observers expected after 
beginning the son 2-6, but 
the loss was still a tough one to 
take for Caira. 

“Is a great team to be 
around, they got a lot of heart,” 
said Caira. “And it was nice to 
have people coming to the 
games and these kids getting 
congratulated for what they 
did.

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Wildcats first slide past Latin Academy

DORCHESTER - Wilmington 
High celebrated its first visit to 
the state tournament in six 
years by upsetting fourth-seed- 
ed Boston Latin Academy, 6-4, 
last Thursday afternoon in a 
Division 2 North sectional first 
round game. 

Sean Murphy drove ir. three 
runs on a couple of hits, includ- 
ing a two-run double in a four- 
run fourth inning to fuel the 
Wildcats, comeback victory.

Many people who collect 
fire apparatus and memorabil- 
ia are sparks that have worked 
on the fringe of the firefighting 
services or that are out and out 
firefighter wannabes. However, 
Burlington Selectmen and for. 
mer Firefighter Al Fay has the 
experience and knows the his 
tory to back up his collection, 
which includes an actual work 
ing fire engine. 

The 190 Farrer, the center 
piece of the Fay Fire Museum 
collection, was originally pur: 
chased by the Town of Dracut, 
which owned three of the 
pumpers. Fay attained the 
engine through a swap with 
another fire buff for some 
equipment he had. as a part of 
his collection of over'l,000 toys, 
artifagts and firefighting equip- 
mentJ 

According to Fay 
about $1,000 


“It cost 
when it was new. 
I've been offered $7.500, but I 
wouldn't even think about sell 
ing it 

He added, “This still has the 
original engine, My 2004 Ford 
sits outside and this is kept in 


the garage (when it is not in 
use).” 

The engine does get used 
quite a bit. Fay has brought it 
out for weddings and even for 
the funerals of several fire- 
fighters who have lost their 
lives in the line of duty. 

“I do all the parades, and I 
deliver Santa Claus for the 
Christmas tree lighting on 
Burlington Common,” Fay 
said. “When we had the Fourth 
of July Parade in Burlington, 
the New England Patriots 
Cheerleaders rode on it.” 

Recently he brought the 
vehicle to Burlington's Francis

Fire Department for 36 years, 
starting as a call firefighter 
and served 25 years on the 
engines. The last 10 years he 
was the Arson Investigator and 
Fire Prevention Officer, before 
retiring in 1994. 

“L really had the best job in 
vorld,” Fay said. 

Fay, originally from 
Medford, grew up close to that 
city's Engine Five Fire House 
on the south side. As a result 
being on the fire department 
was the culmination of a young 
boy's dream. 

Before joining the 
Burlington force, Fay worked 
for a company making deliver- 
ies in town. While on his route 
he would often hear the three 
blasts of the whistle calling the 
volunteer firefighters to action. 

When a friend said that the 
department was looking for 
more volunteers, who could 
respond right away, Fay made 
his move. He was a call man 
for two years and then had the 


the 


had six to eight people and the 
firefighters worked 56 hours 
per-week (two days, two nights 
and off two days) 

“The pay was .” Fay 
recalled, “but you could fill the 
back of your car with gro- 
ceries for $20. It’s a whole dif 
ferent job today, I think.” 

Over the years Fay saw a 
lot of action, including the 
Second Chelsea Fire on 
Sunday, October 14, 1973. The 
Chelsea Historical Society 
account shows it as “a clear, 
warm day with the tempera: 
ture rising close 

to seventy degrees. It was 
an extremely windy day with a 
wind from the west (gusting 
from 30 to 45 mph). The weath 
er had been abnormally dry 
with only one-third of an inch 
of rain fallen in the previous 
three weeks.” 

The records continue. “At 
3:56 pm an alarm of fire was 
received from street box 215 at 
the corner of 

Third and Arlington Street 
four blocks away from the fire 
The fire began in a tin clad 
wood frame building at 122 
Summer Street

children entering the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades, 
were returned. The adults 
could return one survey for 
every child in those grades. 
“We had a_ large 
response,’ Doherty said. ‘It 
provided valuable data on 


the activities kids are 
involved in and what inter- 
ests them.’ 


“He noted that the survey 
showed some children are 
involved in after-school 
activities that are not cov- 
ered in the curriculum. As a 
result, when the Expanded 
Learning Task Force was fin- 
ished analyzing the data, the 
results were given to the 
middle school administrators 
so they could review the rec- 
ommendations for feasibility 
before implementing them. 

“Another byproduct of the 
survey and the needs assess- 
ment done during the 
Expanded Learning Study is 
the new Reading Enrichment 
Academy this summer.

fire.” 

Fay recalled, “We took 
Engine One and were there 
quite a while, fighting beside 
Framingham and New 
Bedford units.” 

He added, “We've had our 
share (in Burlington).

Over the years Fay has 
seen a number of changes in 
the department. Many of the 
changes are bec: of the dif- 
ferent types of calls the fire- 
fighters need to respond to in 
Burlington.
